British ships and 
guns returned the fire and planes of the Royal Air boree sta­ 
tioned at Malta were sent into action against tile attackers, the 
newspaper declared.

You can always depend on color­ 
ful garnishes for added mealtime 
allure. 
A bit of parsley, a rod 
cherry, a bright green fresh cucum­ 
ber pickle—these and others have 
the power to increase the palate 
appeal of a certain dish no matter 
how impressive its beginning.

takes only a minute to add these 
touches^ so just try to have the 
wherewithal 
f o r 
garnishing on 
hand at all times to help make a 
culinary masterpiece of the sim­ 
plest left-over dish, and to give 
your special recipes an extra bit 
of elegance. 


Colorful Vegetables 
If you cannot get parsley from 
your grocer, have a small pot of it 
growing in your kitchen window 
when it is not in season. 
Once 
you have the habit of decorating 
your m eat p l a t t e r s with tiny 
hunches of this green, you will not 
want to be without it. 
Use parsley 
with fruit salads as well, for it 
makes a beautiful color harmony 
with the jewel-like fruits. 
W atercress 
is 
another 
deeper 
green that enhances meat platters. 
Since its leaves are more sparse, 


when placed over bright red rad­ 
ishes or pure white tiny pickled 
onions, it creates attractive effects 
with these contrasting colors show­ 
ing through.

Both the genuine dill pickles and 
the preserved sw eet gherkins ane 
easily cut into decorative pickle 
fans. 
Just cut thin ptr^llel slices 
the length of each pickle almost to 
the stem end.

press the uncut end between thumb 
and forefinger to make the fan hold 
its shape.
